• Regarding claim 1, the applicants argued the cited prior art of record (US 6438643 to Ohara) fails to teach and/or suggest a data 
processor having a first software program which is installed therein, and a printer having a second program which is installed therein and 
argued Ohara does not disclose any determining controller nor does it disclsoe that upgrades are based on any determination result. 

In response, the examiner disagrees with such assertions. Ohara teaches a data processor having a first software program (NIC1 
firmware stored in ROM 6, fig. 1, col. 16, lines 13-65) which is installed therein, and a printer having a second program (printer firmware 
stored in ROM 12, fig. 1, col. 15, lines 49-59) which is installed therein, and Ohara also teaches an upgrades is based on a compatible 
test results (e.g. fig. 11). 

• Regarding claim 1, the applicants argued there is no motivation to modify Ohara in view of the teachings of DeGraaf. 

In response, a motivation to combine is cited in previous office action. For example, conducting compatibility between different 
softwares/firmwares in a system will improve overall system's performance. 
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
